Mississippi Savings and Loan 
Associations received more sav- 
ings in October than in the same 
month a year ago, according to 
the Federal Home Loan Bank of 
Little Rock, Arkansas. Their lend- 
ing volume also rose $1,030,430 
from the corresponding month in 
1960, but was $1,926,894 below 
September 1961 volume. i 

The Federal Home Loan Bank 
report covering the activity of the 
34 Mississippi members of the 
system shows the associations add- 
ed a net total of $2,840,005 to 
their savings accounts.
